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Chester OKs Pinkerton 
Request for More Students

CHESTER - The Ches- 
ter school board has 
approved a request from 
Pinkerton Academy to add 
50 students, but not with- 
out discussion over what 
they see as a one-sided 
negotiation relationship 
with the semi-private Derry 
high school. 

Along with fellow send- 
ing towns Derry and Hamp- 
stead, Chester received a 
letter in October from Harry 
Burnham, the president of 
Pinkerton's board of trus- 
tees, asking that 50 students 
from non-contracting dis- 
tricts be allowed to enroll at 
the high school in the 2013- 
14 school year. Auburn will 
begin tuitioning its students 
to Pinkerton in that same 
school year. 



The request may be 
moot because all sending 
districts must approve the 
move and while Hampstead 
has said yes, Derry unani- 
mously denied the request. 
Board members there cited 
lack of information on the 
benefit of the extra stu- 
dents, potential limiting of 
opportunity for Derry's stu- 
dents and a disinclination 
on the part of Pinkerton to 
negotiate with them earlier 
in the year. The Derry board 
may reconsider its vote next 
week. 

At a recent meeting, 
Pinkerton headmaster Mary 
Anderson took issue with 
the characterization that 
Pinkerton did not want to 
negotiate, noting that Derry 
got some of what it wanted 
during their talks. 

Burnham's letter stipu- 
lates that the additional stu- 



dents can be absorbed into 
the school's current infra- 
structure without additional 
expense and that their ac- 
ceptance would mean a re- 
duction in Chester's tuition 
bill of $58,051. 

At the Pinkerton board 
of trustees' fall meeting, 
Business Administrator Glenn 
N eagle made Pinkerton's 
case for the extra students. 
The approved regular edu- 
cation budget for 2012-13 
was $30,648,305 and the 
approved regular education 
tuition rate was $10,015.79 
per student, with a total of 
3,060 students at the high 
school. 

Assuming a 3 percent 
increase in the Pinkerton 
budget, Neagle said, the reg- 
ular education budget 
would rise to $31,567,754 
and the regular education

Selectmen Accept Phillips Pond 
Road; Water Access With Lawyers

SANDOWN -The board 
of selectmen formally ac- 
cepted Phillips Pond Road 
as a town road, despite con- 
versations about legal issues 
surrounding the develop- 
ment. 

Planning board member 
Matt Russell and town engi- 
neer Steve Keach met with 
the board of selectmen at 
their Nov. 19 meeting to 
discuss the issue. According 
to Keach, the road was built 
well and there were no rea- 
sons not to accept it, but 
Keach noted an issue with 
the original developer, Peter 
Holmes, and a disinclina- 
tion on his part to install a 
gravel driveway to the pond 
for use by firefighters. 

Keach was clear that the 
two issues were separate, 



but the issue prompted 
some questioning, especially 
by selectman Brenda Copp. 

The Phillips Pond Est- 
ates 27-lot subdivision was 
approved by the planning 
board in 2006, road con- 
struction began in 2007 and 
home construction in late 
2007 and 2008. Holmes 
secured the approval but 
eventually lost the property 
to the bank, and later it was 
picked up by JH Chase Co., 
one of developer Bob Villel- 
la's companies. 

An access driveway to 
the pond for fire depart- 
ment water access was a 
condition of approval for 
the subdivision but the 
work and a necessary ease- 
ment through Holmes' 
property for the driveway 
was never granted. Ac- 
cording to the planning 
board, Holmes was to have 



granted deeded access 
across his property but is 
unwilling to do so. 

Then fire chief Irving 
Bassett stated in a letter that 
a cistern would not be 
required for fire suppres- 
sion if a graveled access 
road to the pond were creat- 
ed. 

Villella has stated he has 
no problem with creating 
the driveway but can't 
access the property owned 
by Holmes to do so without 
permission. 

The planning board has 
left the matter in the hands 
of legal counsel in an 
attempt to enforce Holmes' 
original agreement. 

Copp was concerned 
about the town's liability in 
providing water access if 
Holmes were not forced to 
provide access.

School Board Stalls Plans to 
Build Central School Addition

HAMPSTEAD - The 
Hampstead School Board, 
with one exception, showed 
doubt that now is the right 
time for making physical 
improvements to local 
schools. 

Phase one of what is 
termed the Breadloaf Project 
- items considered the high- 
est priorities - was present- 
ed to the School Board at its 
previous meeting, as report- 



ed in the Tri-Town Times. 
The plan calls for construc- 
tion of six classrooms at 
Central School and modest 
changes at Hampstead Mid- 
dle School. 

The total cost of the pro- 
posed plans is $5,154,000 - 
$4,330,500 of that at Cen- 
tral School and $823,500 at 
the Middle School. The 
costs do not include engi- 
neering or architectural de- 
signs. 

Central School would 
see the removal of its port- 



able classrooms, all of which 
are described as at the end 
of life, and the construction 
of six permanent class- 
rooms. The trailers hold 
four classrooms, a Ventures 
classroom, and a mainte- 
nance room. 

At the School Board's 
Nov. 13 meeting, resident 
and former School Board 
member Mary Stenson ask- 
ed if anyone had priced 
replacing the portables with 
new models.

Plan Favored to Fund Entire Cost of Police Station

HAMPSTEAD - A quo- 
rum was finally present for 
the Police Building Com- 
mittee, and a game plan pre- 
senting a proposal for a new 
police station has begun to 
emerge. 

At their meeting Thurs- 
day evening, Nov. 15, the 
committee decided to 
return to the selectmen and 
again seek support for a sin- 
gle article - the "one and 



done" approach. 

Committee chair Steve 
Londrigan said that would 
be the least expensive way 
to go, and as the bond issue 
route has been defeated 
every time it has been on 
the warrant, it is time to try 
a different approach. 

The Police Building 
Committee went before the 
Board of Selectmen on Oct. 
22, seeking direction for 
one of two committee-pro- 
posed building payment 
options: a bond issue or a 



Capital Reserve Fund. What 
they got was a different set 
of options. 

Londrigan asked the 
board which financing op- 
tion it would support. He 
explained that the Capital 
Reserve would take multiple 
years but only requires a 50 
percent majority vote and 
would add roughly $50 per 
year to the tax burden on an 
average Hampstead property 
valued at $260,000. The 
bond route would be the 
same as in past years and 



cost property owners rough- 
ly the same amount on their 
taxes. 

However, the selectmen 
gave the building commit- 
tee the directive to put in 
two warrant articles: one for 
a bond issue to finance the 
station, and the second a 
"one and done" approach to 
raise the total amount. Lon- 
drigan said raising the 
entire amount would add 
about $400 to the tax bur- 
den for a property valued at 
$260,000. 



The Selectmen approved 
that motion 2 to 1, with 
Rick Hartung, who favors a 
Capital Reserve approach, 
opposing. 

Before going before the 
selectmen, Londrigan will 
contact architect Kyle Bark- 
er of Barker Associates in 
Concord, the architect cho- 
sen last year, to get his input 
on what the increased cost 
of construction would be. 

The committee also 
decided to try to determine 
who did not vote in last 



year's Town Meeting and 
make phone calls to those 
voters in an effort to get 
more residents out to vote. 

Londrigan said he 
would discuss the decision 
to go with a "one and done" 
article with members not in 
attendance and see if they 
were in agreement. The plan 
now is for the committee to 
return to the selectmen at 
the board's Nov. 26 meeting, 
seeking support for the 
decision.

tuition rate would rise to 
$10,316.26. But if the stu- 
dent base were raised to 
3,110, by the addition of 50 
more students, the regular 
education budget would 
rise to $31,567,754, with a 
3 percent increase, but the 
tuition rate would only 
rise by 1.3 percent, to 
$10,150.40. 



Auburn taxpayers would 
save $39,142.96 with the 
extra 50 students; Chester, 
$58,051; Derry $327,523; 
and Hampstead, $75,963.88, 
for a total of $500,731.34 
savings for the sending 
towns. 

While Chester school 
board members present at 
their Nov. 14 meeting were 
in favor of the proposal 
because of the cost savings 
it represented, there was 



grumbling about what they 
see as Pinkerton's disincli- 
nation to enter into contract 
negotiations. Hinted at was 
the possibility of denying 
the request because of that. 

According to interim 
superintendent Jim Gaylord 
and school board chair 
Royal Richardson, a request 
to negotiate the district's 
contract earlier in the year 
was met with a stonewall. 
The contract was up for 
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renewal this year. 

Gaylord said Pinkerton 
responded to their request 
by saying that the existing 
contract lacked language 
that would allow for negoti- 
ating its contents. 

"Usually in negotiations 
you sit down and you say, 
'This is what I'd like' and 
you compromise. The re- 
sponse we got here in 
Chester was, 'You don't have 
that language in there, you 
can't negotiate,'" said Gay- 
lord. But, he added, asking 
for 50 additional students 
was a form of negotiations. 

"These contracts are 
horrible. There's no other 
way to put it," said chair 
Royal Richardson, noting 
that while Derry had such 
language in its contract, it 
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also stipulated that if 
Pinkerton didn't agree with 
Derry's requests, the high 
school did not have to 
entertain them. 

"It makes the NHL lock- 
out look reasonable," Rich- 
ardson joked. 

"What we have are uni- 
lateral negotiations," said 
Gaylord. 

"They are a series of 
extensions, essentially," said 
Richardson. He noted that 
when they were first created 
decades ago, he imagined 
school board members had 
Chester's best interests in 
mind, but things had chan- 
ged. He added that Pinker- 
ton was a great school, with 
great programs, and Ches- 
ter's students did well there, 
but the language of the con- 
tracts was archaic. 

Though board member 
Mike Romick noted disap- 
proval with the heavy hand- 
edness of Pinkerton during 
negotiations, he didn't see 
that as reason to deny the 
request. He cited the cost 
savings as a benefit. 

"If the idea is to say no 
to this so we have a bargain- 
ing chip, I'm not in favor of 
that," said Romick. 

School board member 



Catherine Treanor also 
noted the cost savings. 

Chester has historically 
approved requests from the 
high school for more stu- 
dents. 

Pinkerton's tuition costs 
will see a 3.5 percent 
increase in Chester next 
year and Gaylord noted that 
the cost savings represented 
in the additional students 
would be negated by that 
increase. 

All members present 
voted to approve the addi- 
tional students. Valerie Wei- 
der was not present. 

While Richardson said 
he nearly abstained from the 
vote, he decided to support 
the measure because it was a 
money issue. That said, he 
stated that he was not exact- 
ly embracing the plan. 

Romick asked that Gay- 
lord write a letter to Pinker- 
ton noting the district's con- 
cerns. 

"This school board is 
going out of its way to sup- 
port Pinkerton Academy, so 
we would like the option on 
the table to talk as reason- 
able people when it comes 
to contract negotiations," 
he concluded. 
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Selectmen Set Special Meeting on Chester College Site

CHESTER - In light of 
recent confusion over the 
former Chester College of 
New England property that 
is up for sale, the board of 
selectmen has decided to 
hold a public workshop 
where residents can discuss 
the property and what 
they'd like to see happen 
there. 

The college decided to 
close its doors last May, and 
while residents bemoaned 
the loss of the school, there 
was simultaneous concern 
with what would take its 
place. The college, which 
began as White Pines Col- 
lege in 1965, owns a prime 
chunk of real estate in the 
heart of town. 

Soon after its final grad- 
uation ceremony, the col- 
lege put its property on the 
market. While a 2.8 acre 
piece where Douglas Hall 
was located is under agree- 
ment, the main parcel - 
comprising nearly 70 acres 
and home to several build- 
ings - is still up for sale. The 
land owned by the college 
fronts on both Chester 
Street and North Pond 
Road. 

The Douglas Hall parcel 
is under agreement with 
Barbara Stein and her 
daughter-in-law Michelle 
Stein. The two run Bitter- 
sweet Blessings, a country 
gift shop on Derry Road 
specializing in primitives 
and antiques. Michelle said 
the business is doing well 
and they're looking to 
expand. She added that she 
hopes the town sees the 
value of the quaint shop and 
its small town feel in the 
town center, and maybe 
after breakfast at the Olde 
Post, residents could wan- 
der over and peruse their 
goods. 

The Steins are set to 
meet with the Zoning Board 



of Adjustment on Dec. 27 to 
seek a variance for their 
project. 

The property is located 
in the General Residential 
and Agricultural District, 
limiting land use. Special 
approval from the town 
would have to be granted for 
most commercial uses. 
Aside from special excep- 
tions, what is allowed in the 
district are single and two- 
family dwellings, cluster 
development, home occupa- 
tion/home business, chur- 
ches, educational institu- 
tions, kindergarten and 
childcare centers and gener- 
al farming and forestry 
activities. 

Recently, as reported by 
the Tri-Town Times, repre- 
sentatives from The Granite 
House, a substance abuse 
rehabilitation facility, were 
set to meet with the plan- 
ning board to discuss the 
land and its potential use. 
While the meeting was 
informational only and the 
property had not been sold, 
an email made the rounds 
that indicated it was sold 
and would soon be "a 
halfway house for 100 
inmates." 

The meeting with the 
planning board was ulti- 
mately cancelled, but not 
before many calls were 
made, speculations drawn 
up and the rumor mill put 
into full swing. 

In light of those discus- 
sions and ones he's had 
since, selectmen chair Steph 
Landau suggested the board 
hold a special meeting for 
people to discuss the prop- 
erty. This meeting would 
hopefully include represen- 
tation from the college and 
the firm marketing the 
property. 

Landau noted the im- 
portance of the land to the 
town's property tax, and he 
and other members of the 
board noted their desire to 
see it used in an appropriate 



manner. 

Selectman Jack Cannon 
said he would be in favor of 
such a meeting only if 
members of the college's 
board of trustees attended. 

"Really, this is for them. 
They need to be doing all 
they can do to put it into an 
appropriate use," said Can- 
non, who noted that if they 
and residents were the only 
ones discussing the matter, 
it could lead into talks of 
how the town should move 
forward with purchasing 
the property. 

Cannon said the meet- 
ing could bring out some 
good ideas for the trustees 
to pursue. 

Landau added that he 
hoped it would be clear to 
residents that the board has 
no control over what hap- 
pens at the property and 
would hold a meeting only 
to get some ideas. "Don't 
yell at us," said Landau, 
noting the passions that 
have already run through 
the town because of the 
rumors. 

Both Cannon and select- 
man Mike Weider suggest- 
ed holding the meeting 
after the New Year. 

It was agreed that a 
meeting would be sched- 
uled at the multi-purpose 
room for Saturday, Jan. 5, at 
3 p.m. 

In other business at the 
Nov. 15 meeting: 

• Voters could be look- 
ing at replacing the roof on 
the multi-purpose room at 
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this coming Town Meeting. 

Maintenance man Tony 
Amato met with the board 
to update them on mainte- 
nance and building issues 
across town, and high on 
his list of concerns was con- 
tinued leaking at the multi- 
purpose room. 

Landau estimated that 
the roof was 25 years old. 

Amato explained that 
the roof had been repaired 
in the past but never 
redone. He has been patch- 
ing it in recent months, but 



noted that every patch was 
the beginning of another 
leak. 

Amato also noted con- 
cern with what he said were 
15 tons of stone ballast on 
the roof. 

"I'd like to tackle it 
before it becomes a serious 
issue," he said. 

Cannon noted concern 
with corrosion if the roof 
had been leaking for some 
time. 

Amato said he had not 
seen any structural corro- 



sion, but added the roof 
wasn't an easy thing to 
inspect thoroughly. 

Weider asked that the 
whole building be looked at 
by an expert so the town 
could move forward with 
the best information. He 
noted that if other portions 
of the building are nearing 
their end of life, it may be 
cost effective to repair 
everything at once. 

Amato said the town 
hall portion of the building 
looked good. 



Former Selectman Emphasizes 
He is Not Chester Letter Writer

CHESTER - Former road 
agent and selectman Rob 
Brown, a longtime Chester 
resident, spoke during pub- 
lic comment at the Feb. 15 
selectmen's meeting to make 
sure that everybody knew he 
wasn't the person of the 
same name who has been 
writing letters to the editor 
at the Tri-Town Times. 

Brown noted that for 
months he has been asked 
by neighbors and friends 
why he'd been writing so 
many letters to the newspa- 
per, and while he let it go 
for awhile, he said it was 
time to say something at a 
public forum. 

"I'm just here for clarifi- 



cation," said Brown to the 
board. "He signs it (the let- 
ters) 'Rob Brown, Chester.' 
And for those that know me, 
I'm affiliated with the town. 
I grew up here. I was the 
road agent for four years, 
selectman for two years and 
a lot of people affiliate 'Rob 
Brown, Chester' with me. 
Just so you all know, it's not 
this Rob Brown writing the 
letters, it's another Rob 
Brown." 

Brown asked that the 
letter writer include his 
middle initial or address in 
future letters to stem any 
confusion. He said he was 
hoping to run into the man 
of the same name at the 
meeting. 

"A lot of people have 
come up to me and they 



think I'm losing my mind 
right now," said Brown. "It's 
not me. I'm just quietly 
minding my own business." 

The Tri-Town Times has 
previously stated that the 
letter writer is not the for- 
mer selectman and road 
agent of the same name, 
something initially clarified 
by the letter writer himself. 

Selectman Jack Cannon 
told the former road agent 
that he often corrected people 
when they asked if he was 
connected to the letters, and 
noted that the Tri-Town Times 
had made a distinction in an 
earlier article on the matter, 
but as time went on, that 
information can be forgotten.

Black Friday Blues 



When schoolchildren are asked 
what Thanksgiving means to them, 
they usually say something about food 
or being thankful. They don't tend to 
say "shopping" or "Mom has to work 
at the mall." 

But that's what quite a few major 
retailers seem to want us to focus on 
this year, with stores pushing the start 
of Christmas shopping to Thanksgiv- 
ing Day itself. Cram in the turkey and 
head out to shop - Black Friday is now 
Black Thursday. 

It means you're getting a day off 
from work (and kids are losing two to 
three days of school) so you can buy 
Christmas gifts early, rather than go to 
Grandma's for Thanksgiving dinner 
and family time. 

For years, retailers have been push- 
ing back the start of Christmas - Santa 
Clauses and holiday wrapping paper 
are already in the stores while you 
shop for Halloween candy. Now major 
retailers are giving their low-paid 
employees the raw end of the deal by 
making them work on Thanksgiving 
instead of being home with their fami- 
lies. And we'd bet the CEOs of major 
retail stores aren't spending the day in 
their corner offices. 

We can all understand why doc- 
tors, nurses, paramedics, police and 
firefighters don't always get to cele- 
brate Thanksgiving - and any other 
holiday - with their family. Fires and 



other emergencies don't check the cal- 
endar, nor do childbirth or illness. 

But getting first in line for a sale on 
a big-screen TV? Grabbing up dis- 
counted socks? Those are not emer- 
gencies. 

We can all use a sale, but we can 
also use a break from work and a 
chance to relax with family or friends. 
That's the heart of Thanksgiving, and 
that experience helps us realize what 
we really are thankful for. 

But when low wage workers have 
to choose between their job and their 
family time so retailers can have one 
more day to lure in shoppers, a line has 
been crossed. 

This country is long changed from 
the Norman Rockwell images of big 
families crowded around the Thanks- 
giving dinner table, but most of us still 
mark the occasion by gathering with 
family or friends and pausing for a few 
hours from the constant jabbering of 
the online world. 

Sure, after dinner we can log on 
and see what's on sale. But we find it 
hard to accept that the only way major 
retailers can compete with online 
shoppers is to make their sales staff 
skip Thanksgiving. If that's true, why 
not keep every store open 24/7, just 
like the internet. 

And if that's what we've come to, 
what, other than greed, does Thanks- 
giving mean today. 
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Thanksgiving in Hampstead 

To the editor: 

At long last, Hampstead 
taxpayers received excellent 
news in the past few days to 
make this Thanksgiving 
special. 

First, the tax bills re- 
ceived last week disclosed 
that the 2012 tax rate is 34 
cents less than last year's. 
That's $85 savings for a 
home valued at $250K. 

The savings came pri- 
marily from the local school 
and county taxes. The 
School Board deserves con- 
gratulations for continuing 
to bring the budget more in 
line with school enroll- 
ment. Keep it up, guys! 

Second, NESDEC re- 
leased its 2012-2013 enroll- 
ment report. The forecast is 
for a continuing enrollment 
decrease. Overall, the 2002 
PreK-12 enrollment of 1,698 
students has decreased by 
356 students (21 percent) 
to 1,384 students in 2012. It 
is expected to decrease an 
additional 112 students (8.3 
percent) over the next 10 
years, to 1,282 students. 

In other words, the 356 
students lost over the last 
10 years almost equals the 
current enrollment in either 
Central School, 462 stu- 
dents, or Middle School, 
408 students. 

This is due primarily to 
the continuing drop in the 
number of births per year 
that Hampstead has experi- 
enced since 1999. There 
were 94 births in 1999 but 
only 54 births in 2010. The 
lowest number of births in 
that time period was 2007, 
with only 38 births. 

The good news in all 
this is that, barring an over- 
whelming influx of ready- 
made students moving into 
Hampstead over the next 10 
years, there is no need for 
new construction in either 
Central or Middle schools. 
The existing instructional 
space is more than suffi- 
cient to accommodate 
expected enrollments. 

Similarly, there is no jus- 
tification whatever to add 
more teachers, administra-

tors or support staff. In fact, 
the School Board must con- 
tinue its critical analysis of 
existing staff vis-a-vis 
enrollment. 

It will be interesting, 
however, to see what ad- 
justments the School Board 
will make in next year's 
budget to reflect the de- 
creasing enrollment while 
accommodating the cost 
increases from 1) the new 
four-year teachers' and cus- 
todians' union contracts and 
2) the increased retirement 
costs. Hopefully, the Board 
will persevere in its critical 
and incisive questioning of 
all cost items that it has 
undertaken so far this year. 

But that's in the future. 

Today, let's rejoice and 
be thankful for the good 
news we received this week.

I would like to clarify 
some of the misinformation 
that has been used to per- 
petuate personal agendas at 
recent School Board Meet- 
ings. 

Hampstead resident Mary 
Stenson spoke at the Nov. 
13 meeting stating that 
there "were at least 90 fami- 
lies in this town" that were 
provided mortgage assis- 
tance, fuel assistance and 
money for medication by 
the St. Vincent de Paul Soci- 
ety of Saint Anne's Church. 
Ms. Stenson went on to 
state that it was announced 
at Mass and she said it could 
be verified. 

I attend the same church 
and was surprised to hear 
that all 90 families were 
from Hampstead, so I 
reached out to the President

from that church announce- 
ment: "we have helped 90 
families and paid out more 
than $26,000 in emergency 
aid. Our SVDP Conference 
serves parish families 
(regardless of the town in 
which they live) and non- 
parish members in Danville, 
Sandown, Atkinson and 
Hampstead." 

I also confirmed with 
Mrs. Pepin that all 90 fami- 
lies were not just from 
Hampstead but from the 
aforementioned three towns 
as well as other towns. 

At this same meeting, 
resident Jorge Mesa-Tejada 
stated that there were just 
two classrooms housed in 
the three trailers at Hamp- 
stead Central School. In 
reality the trailers are uti- 
lized in the following man- 
ner: Two fourth grade class- 
rooms, two third grade 
classrooms, special needs 
therapies, One Ventures 
classroom and a facilities 
workroom. 

Mr. Mesa-Tejada also 
said he "was told that there 
were empty classrooms 
observed during the recent 
public school tour," assert- 
ing no need for additional 
HCS space. I was on that 
school tour and did not 
observe any empty class- 
rooms. The tour was at the 
end of the school day so 
some rooms were not occu- 
pied, since the children had 
already been dismissed from 
their classrooms. 

To verify, I asked Princi- 
pal Dillard Collins and he 
confirmed that there are no 
empty classrooms except 
when the children are out of 



their rooms for Guidance, 
Gym, Unified Arts, recess 
and lunch. He said there is 
one room with cubicles that 
has a myriad of uses, 
including intervention for 
the children. 

At a minimum of two 
School Board meetings, two 
School Board members have 
made statements that "St. 
Anne's Food Bank is con- 
stantly drained." I work at 
the St. Anne's Food Bank 
and was quite surprised to 
hear that the pantry is "con- 
stantly drained" when week 
in and week out, we fill the 
needs of families from 
Hampstead, East Hamp- 
stead, Atkinson, Danville 
and Sandown plus members 
of St. Anne's, regardless of 
residency. I thought I must 
be missing something if the 
School Board was saying 
there was a problem so I 
went directly to the Food 
Bank's coordinator, Fran 
Rosenau, and asked her if 
the pantry was in trouble. 

She too was surprised to 
hear about this, as the resi- 
dents of Hampstead and the 
parishioners of St. Anne's 
are extremely generous and 
all needs are consistently 
being filled.

Wrong Information 

To the editor: 

In the Nov. 15 Tri-Town 
Times, Mr. Murphy from 
the Budget Committee said 
the School District's 2011/ 
12 surplus dollars for Regu- 
lar Education Tuition, Spe- 
cial Education Tuition and 
salaries should not be toler- 
ated. Regular and Special 
Education Tuition make up 
a $600,000 surplus, which I 
agree is significant, but we 
have to assess the budget as 



a whole to determine how 
accurately the administra- 
tion projected 18 months in 
advance. We also need to 
understand Special Educa- 
tion budget forecasting. 

The budget for 2011/12 
was $23,913,106, and on 
June 30, 2012 we had a 
$1,223,508 surplus. That 
represents a 5 percent surplus 
overall. I wonder how many 
of us in our personal house- 
holds come within 5 percent 
of a budget that is forecast 
out 18 months in advance. 

Did you know that just 
three more children with 
Special Education needs 
that can't be met within our 
schools would potentially 
cost over $300,000 to have 
them educated outside of 
district? The $359,303 sur- 
plus for Special Education 
could have vanished very 
quickly. NESDEC does not 
provide headcounts for chil- 
dren with special education 
needs so it is up to each 
school district to derive 
their best guess on numbers 
and needs of current and 
incoming students.

There is no school cred- 
it card to be used if the 
administration doesn't bud- 
get enough for the school 
year. By law, there has to be 
a surplus of some amount. 

The surplus of one year 
reduces the Town Assess- 
ment (lowers the need for 
tax dollars) for the next 
year, so the administration 
is not out spending those 
surplus dollars. I say that 
the school administration 
did a good job forecasting 
out 18 months. 

In the same article, Mr. 
Murphy reiterated his 
request for the school dis- 
trict to stop paying the 
teachers' union dues (same 
request in Sept. 20 Tri-Town 
Times). I'm confused by this 
statement since the teachers 
are paying their own union 
dues. The only service the 
district provides is having 
the payroll system automati- 
cally deduct the money from 
the teachers' paychecks, 
then forwarding those 
monies to the teachers' 
union. This same type of 
payroll deduction is done for 



direct deposits to teachers' 
credit unions and/or banks. 

With this logic from Mr. 
Murphy, should the district 
stop doing direct deposits to 
banks and/or credit unions on 
behalf of the teachers as well? 

My wife has been a con- 
sultant for payroll systems 
for over 20 years, and all the 
industries to which she con- 
sulted provide automatic 
payroll deductions as a serv- 
ice for their employees, 
including deductions for 
Union Dues, Credit Union/ 
Bank checking and savings 
accounts, Health/Life/Home/ 
Car Insurance Purchases, 
Savings Bond Purchases, 
United Way Contributions, 
Uniform purchases, Christ- 
mas Club accounts, etc. The 
school district isn't provid- 
ing any additional service 
that other school districts 
and industries aren't cur- 
rently providing for their 
employees.

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Sandown Approves Shift in Police Record Keeping

SANDOWN - The 
selectmen gave a nod of 
approval to a plan by police 
chief Joe Gordon to move 
the department's record 
keeping system to a new 
platform with Tri Tech Soft- 
ware Systems. 

Gordon argued at the 
Monday Nov. 19 meeting 
for the new system's user 
friendliness, ability to 
access records and reports 
in the cruiser, and lower 



annual upkeep. While there 
is an $8,300 start-up cost, 
Gordon said a drop of 
between $1,500 and $2,000 
per year in monitoring and 
support fees would save the 
town in the long run. 
In other business: 
• The fire and rescue 
budgets were quickly ap- 
proved by the board Mon- 
day night. 

The fire department's 
budget shows an increase of 
a little more than $10,000 to 
a gross expense of 
$133,923.60. Increases 



come by way of the vehicle 
maintenance line, supplies 
and about $1,200 in total in 
the six fire engineers' 
stipends. 

Fire Chief Bill Tapley 
said the increase in the vehi- 
cle maintenance line had 
been looked at last year, but 
he held off, although that 
didn't stop it from being 
more expensive to keep the 
aging fleet in good shape. 

The chief also explained 
that the fire engineer 
stipends had been discussed 
for a couple of years as well 



but were held off on 
because of the economy. He 
explained that the group 
has taken on more responsi- 
bility, taking on duty weeks 
when they will be the sole 
receiver of calls for small 
incidents from dispatch. 
This keeps everyone from 
heading out and then being 
called back on small calls, 
said Tapley. The engineers 
will also be taking seven or 
eight weekends for the same 
responsibility. The increase 
totals $200 per engineer per 
year. 



The board of selectmen 
asked the department to 
raise the stipends a few 
years ago. 

The rescue budget was 
approved also with an 
increase at $52,850, some of 
which comes from new 
training requirements for 
Emergency Medical Techni- 
cian Intermediate person- 
nel. 

The board had no issues 
with either budget. 

• Selectmen approved a 
50/50 emergency manage- 
ment grant for $5,978. The 



grant, headed up by emer- 
gency management director 
Brian Chevalier, will go 
toward replacing three 
pagers and four mobile 
radios. 

The department previ- 
ously replaced a few of the 
radios, covering their 50 
percent match. 

Chevalier noted that the 
state has changed the radio 
frequency for emergency 
response communications 
and the new radios handle 
that new frequency. 



Chester School Board Plans Nov. 27 Budget Meeting

CHESTER - Though the 
plan was to have a draft of 
next school year's budget 
going to the school board at 
its Nov. 14 meeting, thanks 
to some outstanding num- 
bers, particularly from the 
state, the new plan is to 
have that draft ready for a 
special Nov. 27 meeting. 

Interim superintendent 
Jim Gaylord explained the 
situation to the board at the 
Nov. 14 meeting. He noted 
the district was still await- 
ing numbers, particularly 
what the state will be offer- 
ing for adequacy aid. 

One number that has 
been nailed down is health 
insurance. Though the 
school was looking at a 
maximum 10 percent pre- 
mium increase, SchoolCare, 
the district's insurance 
provider, came back with a 



6.2 percent increase. 

"So that's good," said 
Gaylord. 

Gaylord said he hopes to 
have a final copy of the 
budget by the board's 
December meeting. 

As voters have approved 
rescinding the SB 2 form of 
government in favor of the 
traditional meeting style of 
government, the timeframe 
for budget and warrant cre- 
ation is much looser. 

Chair Royal Richardson 
lauded the SB2 change and 
what it means for the bud- 
geting process. Starting by 
encouraging public partici- 
pation at their meeting on 
the 27th, Richardson said 
the traditional style offers a 
better chance for public 
input into the process. The 
timeframe is much less con- 
strained leading up to the 
budget hearing, and he 
argued that the process 
should allow for more pub- 
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lie input. 

SB 2 was adopted in 
Chester in 2008. It changed 
the traditional district meet- 
ing, that saw discussion and 
voting on the passage of 
articles occur at a single 
meeting, to a system with 
two separate meetings, a 
deliberative session where 
articles were discussed and 
a secret ballot vote weeks 
later. Voters rescinded SB 2 
in March of this year. 

Richardson said the tra- 
ditional form of government 
was more open; encouraged 
more dialogue, especially at 
district meeting; and the 
schedule for warrant cre- 
ation was less strict. 

The public hearing on 
the budget needs to be post- 
ed by Feb. 9. District meet- 



ing is scheduled for Wed- 
nesday, March 13. 

"This gives us an extra 
month or more to get the 
budget together," said fi- 
nancial manager Annmarie 
Scribner. 

The budget meeting 
Feb. 27 is currently sched- 
uled to begin at 5 p.m. and 
will be televised. 

In other business at the 
Nov. 14 meeting: 

• Two reports on the 
school's roofing infrastruc- 
ture have been completed 
and basic results presented 
to the board by Gaylord. 
There has been discussion 
in recent budget years about 
what to do about a roof and 
air handler that are nearing 
the end of their life. To 
make sure the district was 
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making decisions based on 
good data, an independent 
contractor was hired to do 
an analysis. 

According to Gaylord, 
that analysis shows that the 
lifespan of the roof is longer 
than was assumed. The roof 
still has two years on the 
warranty and may last 
another five years, said Gay- 
lord. 

The air handlers are 
nearing their end more 
quickly. The report indi- 
cates that there is a one to 
three year window before 
they fail, said Gaylord. The 
handlers were described as 
inefficient and unable to 
maintain the building's air 
quality as it should be. 

Cost of replacement for 
both units, including design 
and architectural work, 
nears $200,000. The report 



estimates $160,930 for the 
units and installation plus 
$17,000 for drawings. A 
percent contingency would 
then be built on top of that 
figure. 

Good news for the dis- 
trict is that while officials 
thought both the roof and 
air handlers would have to 
be replaced at the same 
time, such is not the case. 

According to discus- 
sions last week, the board 
will be considering writing 
a warrant article this year 
for the air handlers, but 
Gaylord said it would be 
appropriate to look into 
using the School Buildings 
Maintenance Fund to offset 
the cost of the project. The 
fund is an expendable trust 
fund added to each year 
with surplus funds if 
approved by voters. 
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Proposed Hampstead School Budget Up 1.78 Percent

HAMPSTEAD - Assis- 
tant Superintendent Win- 
fried Feneberg delivered the 
Hampstead School District's 
proposed budget for the 
2013-2014 school year and 
was met with the School 
Board's response that "there's 
a lot of work to be done." 

The proposed budget is 



$23,969,574, which is 
$419,702 or 1.78 percent 
more than the 2012-2013 
budget of $23,549,872. 

District Business Admin- 
istrator George Stokinger 
pointed out that the in- 
crease in the New Hamp- 
shire Retirement System 
cost of $208,996 and the 
increase in employee insur- 
ance of $159,834 amounts 
to $368,830 of the budget 



increase. 

The board did not dis- 
cuss the budget in depth but 
board member Jim Stewart 
reminded the others he was 
looking at taking items cost- 
ing more than $25,000 out 
of the budget and putting 
them forward as a warrant 
article. He said that would 
not apply to everything. 

He also noted that the 
savings from not filling the 



assistant principal position 
at Central School was listed 
as zero and was misleading 
- the salary is $82,000, not 
including retirement and 
benefit costs. He told 
Feneberg that if the admin- 
istration is convinced the 
loss of that position is detri- 
mental to learning, then the 
amount of the cost of hiring 
for the position must be bal- 
anced by removing another 



position with an equal cost. 

Stewart also wanted to 
determine the budget bot- 
tom line for 2013-2014 by 
looking at what had been 
spent in previous years. 

Feneberg said that look- 
ing at actuals wouldn't work 
because of increases in such 
items as state retirement and 
insurance. However, Stewart 
maintained that the present 
budget proposal is "overstat- 



ed" and needs to be trimmed. 

Board member Greg 
Hoppa suggested that the 
board pay attention to the 
uncertainties inherent in 
making a budget 18 months 
in advance, and that these 
must be taken into consid- 
eration. 

The budget will be dis- 
cussed the next regularly 
scheduled School Board 
meeting, Nov. 27. 



Selectmen OK Emergency Replacement of Culverts

SANDOWN - Deer Run 
Road will be receiving two 
new culverts this year, 
thanks to public works 
director Artie Genualdo and 
a go-ahead from the board 
of selectmen at their Nov. 
19 meeting. 

Though a costly expense 
at a little more than $56,000 
and not planned for this 
year, both Genualdo and 
town engineer Steve Keach 
informed the board that the 
two existing 36-inch metal 
culverts were so deteriorat- 
ed they could fail. There is 
no second egress from Deer 
Run, so if one of the culverts 
fails, the seven families on 
Deer Run would become 



stranded. 

The parallel pipes are 
close to Deer Run's intersec- 
tion with Main Street. 

Genualdo found the 
problem not long ago when 
he was taking apart a beaver 
dam holding water back 
from entering the two cul- 
verts. Once the water started 
flowing, Genualdo noticed 
that the bottom third of the 
pipes had rotted away. 

Neither Genualdo nor 
Keach knew when the pipes 
had been replaced or 
whether they were original 
to the road. 

They will be replaced 
with two new pipes of the 
same diameter, but of high 
density polyethylene. 

Genualdo asked Paul 
Busby of Busby Construc- 



tion to visit the site while his 
company was at work in 
town on other road projects. 
Genualdo asked for a quote 
and whether Busby could do 
the work for the same rate 
he bid for its other road 
projects. Busby agreed. 

What Busby also agreed 
to do, given the highway 
department's financial situa- 
tion at the end of the year, is 
to wait to bill the town for 
the work until the new year. 

Genualdo explained that 
the $56,000 was too big of a 
hit to cover in his budget 
this year, but next year he 
could take the money out of 
the annual highway block 
grant from the state. 

The board was in favor 
of getting the work done, 
but chair Steve Brown ques- 



Local Man Dies from Injuries

HAMPSTEAD - Kevin 
Coady 20, of East Hamp- 
stead has died from injuries 
he sustained when the non- 
mechanized scooter he was 
riding was struck from 
behind by a Chrysler van 
operated by Christina 
Soucy 34, of Plaistow. 

The accident occurred 



Nov. 12, just after 5:30 p.m. 
along the edge of Central 
Street near Moulton Drive 
in Hampstead. Coady suc- 
cumbed to his injuries two 
days later at Beth Israel Dea- 
coness Medical Center in 
Boston. 

Coady, who was dressed 
all in black at the time of the 
accident and was passing 
under a street light that was 
not operating, sustained a 



serious head injury as well 
as other injuries and was 
flown to Boston by a Med- 
flight helicopter. 

According to Hampstead 
Police Lt. John Frazier, 
"Charges against (Soucy) 
exist but are not likely. This 
was an unfortunate acci- 
dent, she never saw him." 
He said there is no evidence 
of speed or impairment con- 
tributing to the accident. 
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tioned whether it was legal 
per state accounting law to 
have the work done and not 
pay for it out of the current 
year's budget. 

Keach responded that as 
long as the bill didn't come 
in to the town before the 
end of the year, it shouldn't 
be a problem. 

The question on the 
legality of the situation was 
asked of selectmen office

Selectman Brenda Copp 
was concerned with 
whether the money for the 
project should be added to 
next year's budget and 
whether that was too much 
to take from the block grant. 

Genualdo estimated that 
about $136,000 would come 
in from the block grant. He 
said he looks to be in good 
shape for the coming year as 
far as expensive projects go. 

"I'll make some adjust- 



ments but we're in pretty 
good shape," said Genualdo. 

Keach added that an 
after-the-fact wetlands per- 
mit would be obtained. 

Selectman Tom Tomb- 
arello approved of Genual- 
do's moving ahead with the 
project but noted it was 
important for the public and 
other department heads to 
understand that it was a spe- 
cial circumstance. 

"It's not good practice, 
but we have an emergency 
situation here," said Tom- 
barello.

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Hampstead Special Education Budget Costs Explained

HAMPSTEAD - The 
bottom line for Special Edu- 
cation's share of the Hamp- 
stead School District's pro- 
posed 2013-2014 budget is 
$2,321,101, a 3.7 percent 
decrease. 

Special Education Direc- 
tor Karen Gallagher ex- 
plained that tuition is 
$1,900,775, down 3.5 per- 
cent; Special Transportation 
is $335,000 or down 5.6 
percent; and operational 



expenses are $85,326, down 
0.7 percent from the current 
year's budget. 

Gallagher told the 
school board last week that 
federal revenue has been 
reduced, with the IDEA 
(Individuals with Disabili- 
ties Education Act) grant 
down $21,932 and the pre- 
school grant down $669. A 
$20,000 reduction in Med- 
icaid reimbursement is also 
expected, making a total 
loss of $389,914. 

In addition she antici- 
pates Catastrophic Aid 



for the district to be 
sharply decreased. The 
district submitted requests 
for $1,047,627 for the 
20111-2012 year and 
received $414,244 in reim- 
bursement. 

The variables include 
students who move into or 
leave the district, as well as 
newly identified children 
and unanticipated pre- 
schoolers with special 
needs. A homeless children 
and youth cohort exists, as 
do parents who decline 
services only to ask for 



them later, students dis- 
charged from special educa- 
tion, adults who re-enroll at 
Pinkerton Academy, chil- 
dren at Charter Schools 
requiring special education, 
changes to children's special 
education needs, students 
coming and going from an 
out-of-district placement 
and special transportation. 
All are unknowns that must 
be accounted for and their 
costs anticipated. 

Turning to the T.E.E.C.H 
(Transdisciplinary Early Ed- 
ucation Classroom in Hamp- 



stead) program, Gallagher 
compared the cost if 
T.E.E.C.H. were unavailable 
and the costs that exist with 
the program. Looking at 
total salary and benefits, 
out-of-district placement 
requirements, transporta- 
tion, special transportation 
to community preschools, 
and preschool tuition, the 
bottom line cost with 
T.E.E.C.H. is an estimated 
$440,579. Without T.E.E.C.H, 
the cost is $1,088,164. Her 
figures were based on 15 
preschoolers, five of whom 



would need out-of-district 
placement. 

She said the government 
requires preschool special 
needs children to be educat- 
ed in the least restrictive 
environment with typical 
peers to the maximum 
extent possible. T.E.E.C.H. 
meets the needs of all chil- 
dren in their community 
school, and she noted chil- 
dren in T.E.E.C.H. with dis- 
abilities have progressed 
and exceeded the majority 
of state-targeted standards. 



Logging Expected Soon in Sandown Town Forest

SANDOWN - Users of 
the Sandown Town Forest 
will notice some work in the 
trees this month as a logging 
crew begins plans set forth 
in the forest's management 
plan. 

While the cutting was 
planned to occur last Janu- 
ary, the necessary pieces did- 
n't fall into place. Among 
other issues, the weather 
wasn't cooperative, and the 
conservation commission 
has organized everything for 
this fall instead. The work 
should be complete by mid- 
January. 

Logging done on town- 
owned lands overseen by 
the commission follows a 
plan created by a forester. 
The goal isn't to just turn 
trees into cash, though there 



will be some of that, but to 
enhance the forest and make 
it a better place for wildlife 
and humans alike. 

Money from the cut goes 
into the forestry account, 
which is used to improve 
the town's wooded assets. 

A 50-page management 
plan for the property was 
written in April 2011. It 
guides all work done on the 
property according to prede- 
termined objectives, includ- 
ing maintaining the proper- 
ties' fields, managing for 
light recreational use, main- 
taining a healthy forest, 
enhancing wildlife habitat, 
protecting water quality and 
wetland/stream integrity, 
sustainably managing the 
timber resource, controlling 
exotic/invasive plants, main- 
taining scenic beauty, pro- 
tecting the property's his- 
toric features and fostering 



community interest and par- 
ticipation. 

The plan also details 
what can be found within 
the forest, from soil types to 
wildlife habitats. A copy is 
available at Town Hall and 
the library. 

Consulting forester Char- 
lie Moreno wrote the plan. 
He said the logging will 
improve the forest, diversify 
its flora and fauna and make 
it a healthier landscape. 

In 2006 about 40 acres 
of the forest were logged but 
in just a short time, much of 
the visible effects of that 
work have disappeared, 
prompting those managing 
the coming cuts to urge 
patience to those who think 
the change is an eyesore. 

About 100 acres of the 
forest will see work, and in 
that acreage about 10 per- 
cent of the trees will be cut. 



According to Moreno, 
Sandown's plan is habitat 
based. Much of the forest 
has seen little management 
for decades and foresters 
argue that working in the 
woods with best manage- 
ment practices can improve 
habitat and encourage use of 
the woods by a wider variety 
of creatures. 

According to the plan, 
only about 2.6 acres of the 
forest is young, or some- 
thing called "early succes- 
sional habitat." That habitat 
is missing in a large part in 
New Hampshire's forests, 
and recent efforts have been 
to encourage it to return. 

Portions of Sandown's 
forest have grown into a 
landscape dominated by 
beech and hemlock trees, 
both shade tolerant, long- 
living species that will take 
over a forest in the long run 




without manmade or natu- 
ral disturbance. Cuts will 
help allow sunlight to the 
forest floor, a precious 
resource for a variety of 
shrubs and other herba- 
ceous plants that are the 
food source and habitat for 
many species. 

The goal with some of 
the cuts this fall is to bring 
in younger forest and shrub- 
land, to attract animals and 
birds. According to the 
Wildlife Management Insti- 
tute, more than 100 species 
rely on that kind of shrubby 
habitat in the Northeast, 
including birds like the 
American woodcock, gold- 
en-winged warbler, brown 



thrasher and reptiles like the 
black racer and wood turtle. 

Moreno said the cuts 
will also promote different 
stages of development with- 
in the forest and make it 
more resilient to the kinds 
of acute incidents - hurri- 
canes, etc. - that see major 
blowdowns. 

The management plan 
splits the forest into two 
areas - west and east - and 
thinning will occur in each 
section in a cycle of 12 to 15 
years. This means that after 
this fall's work to the eastern 
side, another six or seven 
years will go by before the 
west side will be cut. 
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As Winter Approaches, Caregivers Seeks Volunteers

While volunteer partici- 
pation is strong at Commu- 
nity Caregivers of Greater 
Derry, with the organization 
consistently able to provide 
transportation and other 
services to homebound resi- 
dents, at this time of year 
the numbers drop a bit as 
volunteers head off to 
warmer climes. 

Caregivers serves the 
transportation, home and 
social needs of elderly, dis- 
abled and homebound resi- 
dents in Sandown, Chester, 
Hampstead, Derry, Danville, 
Londonderry and Wind- 
ham. 

It provides the kind of 
support that allows those 
individuals to maintain in- 
dependence in their homes, 
an important consideration 



in a place like southern 
New Hampshire with its 
limited public transporta- 
tion. 

About 30 percent of 
what the group does is pro- 
vide transportation. All 
services are provided at no 
cost and are supported by 
numerous organizations, 
grants and fundraising. 

There is a variety of 
opportunity for everyone 
and anyone who want to 
help out, said executive 
director Cindee Tanuma. 
Whether someone has a 
couple extra hours every 
month to take a senior to a 
local medical or dental 
appointment, can visit a res- 
ident to help them tackle 
chores or can donate servic- 
es to build or fix a thing or 
two around the home, their 
volunteer effort is welcome. 

Tanuma said her organi- 



zation and those it helps 
have a very high satisfaction 
level with volunteers but 
that there is always a need 
for more. Caregivers serves 
an area where the popula- 
tion of seniors is growing, 
and growing right along 
with those numbers is a 
need for others to lend a 
hand. 

"The opportunities to 
help are out there. You only 
need to pick up the phone 
to call," said Tanuma. 

Caregivers' volunteers 
say not only do they feel 
good for helping, they often 
develop lasting friendships 
with those they're helping. 
Sometimes they even spend 
holidays together. 

While there is always a 
need for transportation, 
there are other opportuni- 
ties as well. A disabled 
woman in Hampstead needs 



someone to go shopping for 
her, help with chores and 
pick up prescriptions once a 
week. Another disabled 
woman needs help with 
packing up her deceased 
parents' home. Yet another 
woman needs a ride to 
physical therapy appoint- 
ments. 

In Sandown a blind 
woman needs help doing 
errands once a week in 
Plaistow. A partially para- 
lyzed man is looking for 
help de-cluttering and tak- 
ing on handyman tasks. 
Another man is looking for 
his prescriptions to be 
picked up once a month in 
Haverhill, Mass., and drop- 
ped off at Walgreens in East 
Hampstead. 

In Chester a handyman, 
not afraid of roofs, is needed 
for fall/storm cleanup. A 
disabled woman in the 



north end of Chester is 
looking for a female com- 
panion/cleaning helper dur- 
ing the school day. A man 
recovering from serious ill- 
ness needs help during the 
day with household tasks. A 
man in the eastern part of 
town is looking for some- 
one to check in on his elder- 
ly mother around lunchtime 
on Mondays, Wednesdays 
and Fridays. 

Are you a teenager look- 
ing to help your communi- 
ty? Many of Caregivers' 
high school senior volun- 
teers have left for college 
and there's a need for some 
young blood to help out 
with groceries, friendly vis- 
its and light chores. 

Yard clean-up is also a 
popular need this time of 
year. 

There are also special 
projects that volunteers 



with particular skill sets 
might be interested in. A 
skilled photographer/pho- 
tojournalist is needed to 
take stock photos of volun- 
teers and clients in action. 

For every new driver, 
Caregivers can help three 
new members from the 
community, Tanuma said. 
Most drives are within a 
ten-mile radius but folks are 
also needed to drive into 
Boston or to the seacoast 
occasionally

In addition to the new 
construction, the existing 
south wing of Central 
School would be insulated 
and a new brick facade 
added to match the new 
construction. The HVAC 
(heating, ventilation and air 
conditioning) system in the 
south wing would be 
replaced to avoid taking 
into the school fumes from 
idling automobiles, as now 
happens. 

The total renovated area 
at Central School would be 
3,858 square feet, with 
15,560 square feet of new 
construction. Construction 
costs would be $3,520,000, 
with an additional $275,000 
in professional fees and 
$535,500 in other costs. 

The next step is to 
request funding for actual 
design and engineering 
work for the proposed reno- 
vations and construction. 
No cost estimate was pro- 



vided for those items. 

At the Middle School the 
proposal includes removing 
asbestos under the tile and 
rug in the library and the 
computer room, and replac- 
ing the outside hallway 
library wall with glass and 
upgrading the hardware in 
the computer room. A sec- 
ond Middle School project 
would be renovating the 
main entrance, which is not 
considered distinguishable, 
including adding an en- 
closed vestibule for energy 
conservation and an outside 
canopy. 

The total renovated area 
at the Middle School would 
be 3,497 square feet, with 
80 square feet of new con- 
struction. Construction 
costs would be $647,000, 
with $60,000 in profession- 
al fees and $116,500 in 
other costs. No design or 
engineering cost estimates 
were provided. 

Board member Jim Stew- 
art said he wanted a space- 
needs assessment done by 
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an independent contractor 
to determine whether the 
proposed addition and 
changes are necessary at 
Central School. 

Board member Jaye 
Dimando said she didn't 
think the plan was ready. 

Board member Greg 
Hoppa was concerned about 
the cost of getting engineer- 
ing and architectural 
designs done and then not 
using them for a period of 
years. 

And board member 
Natalie Gallo said she didn't 
see this as the right time to 
put this proposal forward, 
when the economy and 
community were in finan- 
cial trouble and the future 
was uncertain. Stewart sup- 
ported her view. 

Chairwoman Judy Gra- 
ham, however, said she 



hated to see the opportunity 
for low interest rates and 
labor costs be lost by not 
moving the project forward 
at this point in time. 

The board directed 
Assistant Superintendent 
Winfried Feneberg to 
research how much it would 
cost to have an independent 
company come in to Central 
School and do a space needs 
assessment. In the mean- 
time, the project proposal 
will be tabled. 

In other business: 

• Feneberg, in response 
to a request from Stewart, 
provided staffing informa- 
tion after giving the board 
the administration's staffing 
recommendation for the 
coming year. 

The administration rec- 
ommends reducing one 
Hampstead Central School

classroom teacher position, 
at a savings of $45,000. He 
recommended meeting state 
compliance requirements by 
adding a Library Media 
Generalist at a cost of 
$31,533, after removing one 
library para-professional po- 
sition and eliminating the 
current part-time consult- 
ant. The administration also 
recommends reinstating the 
Assistant Principal position 
at Central School at no cost 
because it is already in the 
budget. 

Stewart took exception 
to the amounts listed, saying 
they were misleading as they 
didn't include benefits and 
retirement costs. Gallo was 
opposed to the Library Gen- 
eralist recommendation. 

Regarding the staff head 



count sought by Stewart, 
Feneberg said there are 16 
para-professional positions 
(aides) that amount to 
13.93 full-time equivalents, 
as most work 5 hours per 
day. Special Education has 
45 para-professional posi- 
tions, equaling 38.26 full- 
time equivalents, and the 
district has 10 secretarial 
positions, with a 9.50 full- 
time equivalent, or a total of 
71 positions, with a total of 
61.69 full-time equivalents. 

The professional staff 
includes 42.6 full-time reg- 
ular education teachers and 
27 specialists in Unified 
Arts, such as Spanish, read- 
ing and math, and 22.5 Spe- 
cial Education teachers, for 
a total of 92.1 teachers.
